(General) Regulations, 1950, which the Employees’ 
State Insurance Corporation proposes to make in exer- 
cise of the powers conferred by Section 97 of the Em- 
ployees’ State Insurance Act, 1948, (34 of 1948), is 
published as required by subjection (1) of the said 
Section for the information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the 
draft amendments will be taken into consideration on or 
after 15th May 1965. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft amend- 
ments before the date specified above, will be consider- 
ed by the said Corporation. 

Draft Amendments to the Employees’ State Insurance 
( General ) Regulations, 1950 

I. For Regulation 76 the following shall be substitut- 
ed : — - 

76. Appeal Tribunals. — For purposes of Regulation 
74, a State Government may constitute as many 
Appeal Tribunals as it thinks fit, and define the 
local limits within which each Appeal Tribunal shall 
exercise its jurisdiction. An Appeal Tribunal shall 
consist of a person who is or has been a judicial 
officer of a State Government not below the rank 
of a subordinate fudge or is a Commissioner for 
Workmen's Compensation, being a person other 
than the Judge of an Employees’ Insurance Court, 
and who shall be assisted by the following persons 
to be selected by him as assessors : — 

(a) One or more medical experts; 

( b ) One or more officials of or members of Trade 
Union or Unions. 

TI. For Regulation 102 the following shall be .substi- 
tuted : — 

102. Certain Officers to have powers of Inspec- 
tion.— The Director General, the Insurance Com- 
missioner, the Joint Insurance Commissioner, a De- 
puty Insurance Commissioner, a Regional Director, 
a Deputy Regional Director, an Assistant Insurance 
Commissioner, an Assistant Regional Director and 
a Local Office Manager shall have all the powers of 
an Inspector specified in sub-section (2) of Section 
45 of the Act. In addition to the officers mention- 
ed above, the Director General may, by a written 
order confer upon any employee of the Corpora- 
tion or any Government Officer the powers of an 
Inspector for such period or periods as he may 
think fit.
